To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rawmarsh 

Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  your  District,  and  I  trust  that  you  may  find  that 
in  some  respects,  at  least,  the  statistics  will  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  other  districts,  though,  of  course,  there  still  remains 
a  good  deal  to  be  done  before  you  can  expect  that  permanent 
improvement  in  the  health  of  the  people  which  it  is  your  hope  to 
secure. 

To  give  you  an  opportunity  of  seeing  whether  progress  has 
been  made  I  intend  to  introduce  a  few  tables  from  the  Report  of 
1881,  the  earliest  I  can  find.  The  rate  statistics  are  based  on 
figures  siijoplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  who  has  now  departed 
from  the  method  adopted  in  war  time  of  supplying  separate  popula¬ 
tion  figures  for  births  and  deaths  ;  the  population  for  all  pur¬ 
poses  is  now  estimated  at  18,573.  How  accurate  this  figure  is 
cannot  be  ascertained  until  the  new  census  is  completed,  and  this, 
unfortunately,  has  had  to  be  delayed. 

Diseases  of  the  chest  form  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
causes  of  death,  about  62  out  of  a  total  of  206,  or  over  30  per  cent, 
of  the  total. 

Calculated  on  the  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  the  death- 
rate  was  9.96  per  1000  inhabitants.  The  corrected  death-rate, 
which  includes  the  deaths  of  residents  of  the  Parish  in  Institutions, 
etc.,  outside  t}ie  district,  and  excludes  deaths  in  the  district  which 
properly  belong  to  other  districts,  is  11.09  per  1000  inhabitants. 

The  birth-rate,  which  is  subject  to  the  same  additions  and 
subtractions,  is  31.12  per  1000  inhabitants.  These  figures  com¬ 
pare  very  favourably  with  the  corresponding  ones  of  1919,  respec¬ 
tively  11.92,  14.22  and  25.47.  The  birth-rate  is  very  much  above 
the  average,  whilst  the  death-rate  is  lower  than  any  recorded  by 
the  Registrar- General  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  great  towns, 
etc.  Where  the  birth-rate  is  high,  the  infantile  death-rate,  as  a 
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rule,  tends  to  be  higher,  and  whilst  I  do  not  offer  it  as  an  excuse 
for  an  infantile  death-rate  of  107  ;  still  it  does  minimise  it  slightly. 
Diarrhoea  and  chest  diseases  account  largely  for  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  infantile  deaths.  None  of  the  infectious  diseases 
show  any  special  mortality,  but  we  have  again  been  troubled  with 
enteric  fever  in  the  same  yard  in  Green  Lane  as  before.  It  is  a 
pity  that  so  many  parents  take  young  children  to  the  picture 
houses,  in  which  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  although  picture  houses  are  not  the  only  offenders  in  this 
respect.  Concerts  and  entertainments  are  often  grossly  over¬ 
crowded  in  a  more  or  less  hot-house  atmosphere. 

The  district  continues  to  be  well  served  by  the  District 
Nurses,  who  do  much  good  work,  and  include  a  Health  Visitor, 
School  and  Maternity  Nurse  ;  in  fact,  I  question  if  there  are  many 
parishes  which  have  the  services  of  so  many  nurses  in  proportion 
to  the  population. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  principal  zymotic  diseases  show  a  less  number  of  deaths 
than  in  1919,  the  chief  decrease  being  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Measles,  two  against  13  in  1919.  The  death-rate  is  0.37  per 
1000  inhabitants,  against  0.89  in  1919,  and  forms  3.39  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths,  against  6.29  per  cent,  in  1919.  These  figures 
include  the  deaths  due  to  Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox  and  Erysipelas  (the  princi¬ 
pal  infectious  diseases)  but  not  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  Influenza, 
Tuberculosis  or  Puerperal  Fever. 

Diarrhoea  under  two  years  of  age  caused  17  deaths,  against 
4  in  1919,  equal  to  8.25  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  1920, 
against  1.57  per  cent,  in  1919.  One  death  was  attributed  to 
Puerperal  Fever,  and  took  place  outside  the  district. 


HOUSES., 


The  only  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  have  been  three 
railway  carriage  dwellings  in  Naylor  Street,  of  which  there  are 
now  four.  These  are  very  unsightly,  and  not  to  be  recommended  ; 
and  also  a  bungalow  in  Clay  Pit  Lane,  and  I  trust  that  there  will 
be  no  more  of  them  after  the  new  houses  are  available.  A  recrea¬ 
tion  hut  was  erected  by  the  Parkgate  Iron  and  Steel  Company  in 
Taylors  Lane.  Progress  is  being  made  with  the  erection  of 
houses  on  the  Dorman  Long  system  on  the  Haugh  Road.  Over¬ 
crowding  continues  to  be  as  bad  as  before. 
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Five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  births  (29b  males  and  282 
females)  were  recorded  during  the  year,  against  474  in  1919,  466 
in  1918,  and  454  in  1917.  The  rate  is  31.12  per  1000  inhabitants. 


The  mortality  of  infants  under  one  3^ear  of  age  is  fairl}^  high, 
62  against  48  in  1919,  67  in  1918,  46  in  1917.  Three  of  these 
deaths  were  transferred  from  institutions  outside  the  Parish.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate,  calculated  on  the  number  of  deaths  to 
every  1000  births,  is  107.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
80.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  is  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  as  21,  or  3.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  Three  illegiti¬ 
mate  children  under  one  year  of  age  died,  equal  to  a  mortality  of 
143  per  1000  illegitimate  births. 

Two  hundred  and  six  deaths  were  recorded  (114  males  and  92 
females)  during  the  year.  Twenty -eight  of  these  took,  place  in 
institutions,  etc.,  outside  the  parish,  or  13.59  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  One  hundred  and  eighty-five  deaths  were  registered 
in  the  district,  of  which  seven  were  transferred  to  other  districts. 
The  uncorrected  rate  was  9.96  per  1000  inhabitants,  and  the  cor¬ 
rected  rate  was  11.09.  Eight  cases  were  the  subject  of  coroner’s 
inquests,  3.75  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  (uncorrected). 

All  the  deaths  were  duly  certified.

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Three  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions  outside  the  dis¬ 
trict,  two  from  Marasmus  and  one  from  Broncho  Pneumonia.  The 
principal  increases  are  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and 
diseases  of  the  chest.  The  Maternity  Centre  opened  by  the  West 
Riding  Authorities  is  doing  good  work,  and  has  been  attended 
during  the  year  by  Dr.  Jago.  The  Centre  is  open  once  a  week.  A 
meeting  of  the  practitioners  of  the  district  decided  that  the  better 
method  would  be  for  each  practitioner  to  conduct  at  the  Centre 
for  one  year  in  order  of  seniority.  The  scheme  is  being  success¬ 
fully  carried  out,  and  each  practitioner  becomes  interested  in 
Public  Health  work.  The  Centre  is  well  attended  by  both  mothers 
and  children.  The  Queen’s  Nurses  do  excellent  work  in  this  con¬ 
nection,  as  well  as  in  the  work  of  the  school  clinics,  opened  over  a 
year  ago  and  attended  each  school  day  by  a  considerable  number 
of  school  children.  These  minor  ailments  are  attended  to  bv  the 
nurses,  such  as  minor  dressings,  ringworms,  etc.  The  two  clinics 
are  held  in  the  same  building  in  Ashwood  Hoad,  The  various 
schools  are  visited  periodically  by  a  School  Medical  Officer,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  West  Riding  Authority.  The  old  order  of 
midwife  has  almost  died  out,  and  most  of  the  work  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Queen’s  Nurses  and  Mrs.  Stones  (a  certified  midwife). 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  work  done  by  the  Nursing 
Association.  The  nurses  have  given  great  satisfaction  in  their 
arduous  work,  and  are  gradually  training  people  to  a  higher  level 
of  sanitary  comfort,  etc.  The  following  tables  give  some  idea  of 
the  work  done  by  them  in  addition  to  the  above.

Rawmarsh  Urban  District  is  divided  into  two  sub-divisions, 
viz.,  Rawmarsh  and  Parkgate.  This  division  is  not  altogether  an 
artificial  one,  and  corresponds  more  or  less  with  the  postal  division, 
but  not  with  the  old  ecclesiastical  parishes. 
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Rawmarsh  is  taken  to  be  from  the  Parish  Church  north¬ 
wards  ;  all  below  the  Church,  including  Church  Street,  is  included 
in  Parkgate. 

Rawmarsh  is  altogether  on  a  higher  elevation  than  Parkgate. 
and  spreads  out  in  a  north  north-easterly  direction  from  the  Parish 
Church.  The  houses  are  somewhat  scattered,  and  nowhere  can 
it  be  said  to  be  unduly  built  on.  There  is  a.  layer  of  gravel  and 
sandstone  under  the  higher  parts,  but  in  the  lower  parts  (about 
Meadow  Works)  and  in  the  New  Isolation  Hospital  Field  there  is 
a  heavy  clay  soil.  Gravel  and  sandstone  predominate.  The 
drainage  of  Rawmarsh  ,  with  the  exception  of  the  outlying  village  of 
the  Upper  Haugh,  vStubbin,  goes  direct  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

Parkgate  extends  in  a  southerly  direction,  with  a  rapid  slope 
from  the  Parish  Church.  Most  of  it  lies  very  low,  and  there  is  a 
heavy  clay  sub-soil.  To  a  very  small  extent  the  clay  has  been  re¬ 
moved  and  soil  substituted.  The  drainage  is  a  matter  of  some 
difficulty,  and  many  complaints  have  for  years  been  made 
of  flooding  cellars,  etc.,  during  heavy  rains.  All  the  sewage  is 
collected  into  a  tank  at  Aldwarke,  whence  it  is  pumped  to  the 
Sewage  Works.  To  obviate  flooding  of  cellars  and  yards  a  storm 
water  sewer  has  been  constructed  to  relieve  the  former  foul  sewers. 
These  carry  the  storm  water  into  a  dyke  which  skirts  the  lower 
part  of  Parkgate,  and  which  forms  the  boundary  between  it  and 
Greasbro’  Parish,  and  also  to  sewer  along  Dilk’s  Road. 

Further  improvements  are  contemplated  in  the  drainage  of 
the  more  southerly  parts  of  Parkgate,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is 
inadvisable  to  encourage  the  building  of  dwelling  houses  in  this 
area  ;  it  should  be  rather  reserved  for  industrial  purposes.  The 
principal  industries  are  coal  mining,  iron  and  steel  works,  basic 
slag,  coke  and  benzol  works  in  Greasbro’  District.

THE  HOSPITAL. 


The  Hospital  internally  is  in  good  condition,  but  the  outside 
is  in  need'  of  re -painting.  Miss  Ellis,  who  was  appointed  Matron 
during  the  year,  has  carried  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  a  credit¬ 
able  manner,  and  has  shown  herself  to  be  much  interested  in  the 
care  of  the  patients.  The  water  supply  has  not  been  very  satis¬ 
factory,  and  the  plumbing  work  has  always  shewn  itself  to  be 
unsatisfactorv. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  one  of 
Typhoid  remained  in  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  1919,  and  there 
were  admitted  during  1920  54  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  7  of  Enteric 
Fever  and  21  of  Diphtheria. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  went  on  well  for  about  three  weeks, 
and  then  died  of  convulsions,  without  apparent  cause  for  them. 
The  rest  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  did  well,  and  there  were  few 
complications. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted,  many  of  a 
severe  type  and  very  ill  on  admission  ;  two  died  within  12  hours 
of  admission  and  other  two  within  seven  days. 

Seven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  admitted.  These  ran  a 
rather  severe  course  and  one  died  within  five  days  of  admission 
from  a  very  unusual  complication.  The  rest  made  a  good  recovery. 

Fifty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  spent  2212  days  in  Hospital, 
an  average  of  42  days  for  each  patient. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  spent  458  days  in  Hospital, 
an  average  of  a  little  over  21  days. 

# 

Eight  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  spent  312  days  in  Hospital,  an 
average  of  39  days. 

The  Staff  have  worked  well  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  The 
garden  has  been  well  looked  after  and  has  been  kept  very  tidy. 

Seventy-two  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  ;  a  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
of  Diphtheria  and  a  hundred  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever. 

The  quantity  of  water  registered  through  the  central  meters, 
Rotherham  Road,  from  December  31st,  1919,  to  December  31st, 
1920,  was  182,303,680  gallons,  against  187,947,000  gallons  from 
December  31st,  1918,  to  December  31st,  1919,  or  a  decrease^  of 
5,643,320  gallons  for  the  year. 
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The  consumption  through  private  meters  for  trade  purposes, 
etc.,  was  42,879,800  gallons  for  1920,  as  against  41,922,000  gallons 
for  1919,  or  an  increase  of  957,800  gallons. 

There  has  been  a  good  supply  of  water  in  the  Haugh  dis¬ 
trict  during  the  year,  but  sometimes  they  have  been  short  at 
Rosehill  and  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  the  water  mains  are 
rather  small.

Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent  in  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
especially  in  April  and  Ma}^  Many  of  the  cases  notified  w^ere  of 
a  very  mild  type,  and  a  considerable  number  of  doubtful  diagnosis. 
This,  to  some  extent,  accounted  for  the  fact  that  only  72  per  cent, 
were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Measles  is  no  longer  a  notifiable  disease.  Notification  w^as  a 
useful  but  rather  costly  experiment.  There  was  no  serious 
epidemic,  and  only  two  of  the  deaths  were  ascribed  to  it,  one  in 
April  and  one  in  July. 

Diarrhoea. — There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount 
of  diarrhoea  in  young  children,  and  17  under  two  years  of  age  died 
as  a  result  of  it.  Most  of  these  cases  were  of  very  young  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  majority  occurred  in  the  sccona  half 
of  the  year,  when  a  mild  influenza  was  present. 

Enteric  Fever. — Seven  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified, 
all  in  Rawmarsh,  two  in  the  North  Ward  and  five  in  the  Central. 
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The  first  case  notified  was  that  of  a  young  girl  in  fairly  good 
surroundings.  She  had  partaken  of  raw  oysters  shortly  before 
being  taken  ill,  and  no  other  likely  cause  could  be  found.  She 
ran  a  short,  severe  illness  and  died. 

The  seco7id  case  was  that  of  a  man  in  the  North  Ward,  who  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  a  low'  type  of  Pneumonia.  He  gave  a 
negative  widal  reaction.  He  made  a  good  recovery. 

The  third  case  wms  that  of  a  miner  in  the  North  Ward  ;  no 
cause  could  be  found  in  this  case.  He  made  a  good  recovery. 

The  fourth  case  was  that  of  a  girl  from  Pottery  Street,  Central 
Ward  ;  no  definite  cause  was  assigned  and  she  made  a  good  re¬ 
covery. 

The  fifth  case  was  a  man  from  Chapel  Street,  Hawmarsh.  He 
ran  a  long  course,  had  a  positive  widal  reaction,  and  made  a  good 
recovery. 

The  sixth  case  was  an  undoubted  case  in  a  lad  from  a  yard  in 
Green  Lane,  w’hich  has  supplied  most  of  the  cases  in  the  last  few 
years.  He  made  a  good  recovery  after  a  very  severe  illness. 

The  seventh  case  was  that  of  a  w^oman  who  was  living  in  the 
same  vard  as  the  sixth  case.  She  was  on  a  visit,  and  taken  ill 
after  about  a  fortnight.  She  made  a  good  recovery  after  a  some¬ 
what  tedious  illness. 

Phthisis  Puhnonalis,  etc. — Forty-five  cases  of  Phthisis  Pul- 
nionalis  were  notified,  and  twenty-three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of 
other  organs  were  notified.  The  latter  w'ere  principally  glandular 
swellings  in  young  children.  Joint  affections  and  bone  affections 
appear  to  be  rather  rare.  It  is  a  serious  matter  that  so  large  a 
number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  should  be  notified  in  one  37ear. 
Nineteen  deaths  were  attributable  to  the  disease.  The  numbers 
are  a  reflection  on  the  attempts  to  grapple  with  the  disease.  The 
important  thing  is  prevention  of  the  disease  ;  far  more  important 
than  cure.  Everv  effort  should,  of  course,  be  made  to  make  life 
as  pleasant  in  sanatoria  as  possible,  but  isolation  of  advanced  cases 
is  absolutely  necessary,  esx-)ecially  from  crowded  houses  ;  every 
source  of  infection  should  be  attacked.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory 
apparatus  form  over  one-third  of  the  causes  of  death,  and  yet  the 
atmosphere  of  most  of  our  places  of  entertainment  is  hopeless, 
especially  in  amateur  and  children’s  entertainments.  School 
rooms  and  Church  Sunday  Schools  arc  crowded  to  excess,  and 
usually  ha-ve  a  very  moist  overheated  and  foetid  atmosphere. 
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The  atmosphere  of  many  Picture  Houses  leaves  much  to  be  desired, 
and  children  of  all  ages  attend  these  in  hundreds.  I  am  told  that 
as  many  as  1000  children  were  at  one  free  entertainment  when  they 
went  straight  from  school.  Dispensary  treatment  does  not  appear 
to  be  nearly  adequate,  and  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-one  cases  were  notified,  13  in  Kawmarsh 
and  8  in  Parkgate,  and  all  were  removed  to  the  Hospital.  There 
are  never  any  return  cases,  and  it  rarely  happens  that  there  is  more 
than  one  case  in  a  house.  Dry,  dusty  Weather  appears  to  be  one 
of  the  causes  of  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough. — A  few  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  No 
deaths  were  attributable  to  it. 

Erysipelas. — Thirty-one  cases  were  notified,  and  in  none  of 
these  were  general  sanitary  conditions  found  particularly  to  blame. 

Influenza. — This  disease  wns  prevalent  in  a  more  or  less  mild 
form  in  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year,  and  six  deaths  were 
directly  attributed  to  it. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  occurred  in  this  neighbourhood.  Vacci¬ 
nation  is  at  a  low  ebb,  and  if  the  disease  should  recur  there  will  be 
a  considerable  proportion  of  susceptible  people.  I  now  have  a 
hospital  to  which  cases  could  be  sent  if  necessary. 

General  Hospitals. — There  is  insufficient  accommodation  for 
treatment  of  diseases  of  women.  The  waiting  list  of  Jessop’s 
Hospital,  the  only  Woman’s  Hospital  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  a 
very  long  one,  and  I  hear  of  many  cases  which  cannot  get  admission. 

Sanitation. — I  have  regularly  attended  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  and  monthly  Council  Meetings,  and  read  reports  on  the 
birth-rate,  mortality,  and  general  health  of  the  district.  I  have 
inspected  different  parts  of  the  district  at  various  times  in  the  com¬ 
pany  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Visits  have,  as  usual,  been  made 
to  premises  in  wdiich  infectious  diseases  existed,  inquiries  made 
into  the  circumstances  associated  with  the  disease,  and  verbal 
instructions  given  with  a  view  to  preventing  its  spread.  Printed 
instructions  as  to  precautionary  measures,  legal  penalties,  and 
cleanliness,  etc.,  were  also  sent  to  such  houses  on  receipt  of  notifi¬ 
cation. 

In  the  cas('  of  Enteric  PevTr,  thc‘  ashpits  were  (tleaned  and 
disinfectc'd.  Action,  was  taken  wlum  necessary  to  remove  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  associated  with  infectious  diseases. 
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Some  yards  are  not  as  clean  and  well  kept  as  they  might  be  ; 
at  present  it  is  perhaps  not  desirable  to  interfere  much  with  the 
keeping  of  poultry,  but  more  care  might  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
fouling  of  common  yards  and  the  entry  of  fowls  into  the  open 
doors  of  the  houses.  Some  people  keep  a  room,  perhaps  an  attic 
room,  entirely  devoted  to  the  keeping  of  canaries  or  other  birds. 
This  is  not  a  desirable  practice  in  a  dwelling  house. 


Nightsoil,  etc.,  Removal.— This  work  continues  rightly  to  be 
done  by  your  own  workmen  under  the  superintendence  of  a  fore¬ 
man,  and  is  done  fairly  well  under  the  circumstances,  but  I  con¬ 
sider  that  the  privy  middens  ought  to  be  emptied  more  frequently, 
especially  as  some  of  them  are  very  large. 


There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  ashes  in 
these  privy  middens  which  cannot  escape  contamination  of  excreta. 
These  ashes  the  farmer  has  no  use  for  and  will  not  take,  with  the 
result  that,  whilst  the  central  excretal  portion  of  the  contents  with 
a  varying  amount  of  ashes  is  taken  to  the  farmer,  the  rest  of  the 
privy  middens  refuse  is  taken  to  your  ordinary  tips.  This,  from  a 
general  point  of  view,  though  common  practice,  is  not  desirable, 
and  whilst  it  may  be  permissible  to  fill  up  a  field  for  the  purposes 
of  making  a  playground  with  such  material,  it  would  be  altogether 
objectionable  on  any  ground  which  might  be  intended  for  building 
purposes.  In  the  past  such  material  had  to  be  entirely  removed 
before  building  was  permitted.  The  playing  ground  referred  to  is 
the  field  given  by  Earl  Fitzwilliam  in  Greasbro’  Parish,  between 
Greasbro’  Road  and  Taylor  Lane.  This  field,  in  ordinary  times, 
is  a  useless  swamp  and  is  now  being  converted  into  what  will  be 
a  convenient  playing  ground  for  children  in  the  more  southerly 
parts  of  the  district.  The  greater  part  of  the  material  comes  from 
bins  and  dry  ashpits,  the  ground  is  trenched,  and  the  surface  is 
being  covered  with  a  sufficiency  of  earth.  Cave  should  be  taken 
to  collect  and  burn  paper  which  is  apt  to  fly  about  in  windy  weather. 
Two  men  are  constantly  employed  and  occasionally  three  on  this 
tip.  A  tip  is  being  used  at  P enclose  and  another  in  an  old  dis¬ 
used  quarry  at  the  Upper  Haugh.  The  question  of  refuse  disposal 
is  as  pressing  as  ever,  and  I  am  glad  to  know  that  you  have  de¬ 
cided  to  ask  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  a  loan  for  this  and  other 
purposes.  The  site  spoken  of  for  a  district  appears  to  me  to  be 
quite  a  suitable  one  and  away  from  the  building  sites.  In  the 
event  of  your  erecting  a  Destructor,  I  should,  recommend  the  use 
of  a  motor  for  conveyance  of  material,  in  preference  to  conveyance 
by  horse  and  cart. 
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There  is  still  a  large  number  of  privy  middens,  especially  in 
the  North  Ward,  and  present  costs  are  interfering  with  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  conversion  which,  before  the  war,  was  going  on  at  a  fairly 
satisfactory  rate.  The  water  supply  to  the  North  Ward  must  be 
improved  before  you  can  hope  to  greatly  increase  the  number  of 
W.C.’s 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — These  are  kept  in  a  fair  condition, 
but  it  is  obvious  that  the  keeping  of  cows  is  looked  upon  as  a 
secondary  matter,  and  not  as  one  of  the  great  sources  of  food  of  the 
people. 

Dairies. — These  were  all  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  fairly 
satisfactory  condition  so  far  as  they  can  be  in  private  houses. 
Complaints  are  received  from  time  to  time  as  to  dirtiness  of  the 
milk,  but  for  this  one  cannot  put  the  blame  on  the  vendors  of  the 
milk. 

Schools. — These  have  been  visited.'  Attention  should  be 
paid  to  the  frequent  cleansing  of  urinals  and  W.C.’s. 

Slaughterhouses. — These  are  in  fair  condition,  and  the  principal 
argument  in  favour  of  a  public  abbatoir  is  that  the  meat  can  be 
thoroughly  inspected,  and  that  all  meat  would  be  inspected  before 
it  was  passed  on  to  the  public.  I  had  cause  to  visit  one  slaughter¬ 
house  lately  on  several  occasions  to  inspect  carcases  infected  with 
tubercle  ;  had  not  the  butcher  reported  them  you  might  have  had 
some  difficulty.  Under  no  circumstances,  in  my  opinion,  should 
meat  from  a  diseased  carcase  be  sold  as  first-class  meat  at  current 
prices,  and  further  legislation  is  required  on  this  point  as  well 
as  a  clearer  lead  to  meat  inspectors.  All  slaughter-houses  are 
registered  yearly  and  on  one  date. 

Food  Inspection. — An  active  outlook  should  be  kept  on  all 
food  supplies,  and  no  relaxation  should  be  allowed  even  in  present 
conditions. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  five,  and  all  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Sewage  Works. — These  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Alter¬ 
ations  have  been  made  at  the  Haugh. 

Drainage. — I  now  have  a  scheme  on  hand  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  drainage  of  the  lower  end  of  Parkgate,  and  also  for  the 
removal  of  the  syphon  leading  to  the  sewage  works. 


Smoke  Nuisance. — I  have  had  no  complaint  of  smoke  nuisance  ; 
complaints  have  been  made  about  the  fumes  from  the  Mangham 
Coke  Ovens. 

Library. — Special  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  ventilation 
and  the  withdrawal  of  dirty  books. 

Housing. — The  new  scheme  has  at  last  assumed  concrete  form 
and  progress  is  being  made  with  the  erection  of  100  houses  on  the 
Haugh  E-oad  site.  Further  consideration  should  be  given  to 
future  plans  before  entering  on  any  fresh  contract.  There  is  the 
same  over-crowding  in  the  parish. 

Recommendations  : —

Choked  newers  flooding  yards  occurred  at  New  Street,  Rother¬ 
ham  Road,  Hoyland’s  Yard  ;  Drains  have  also  been  choked  in 
Goosebutt  Street,  Spalton  Road,  Boundary  Terrace.  Forge  Row, 
house  No.  30,  drain  has  been  relaid  with  proper  inspection  chamber 
and  properly  connected  to  sewer.

Overcrowding  is  still  prevalent,  two  and  three  families  in 
some  houses,  and  with  which  you  cannot  deal  effectively,  as  no 
houses  have  been  provided  yet,  although  a  commencement  has 
been  made  on  Housing  Site,  Haugh  Road.  The  cost  of  labour 
and  repairs  have  kept  up  to  a  high  price,  which  has  militated  against 
repairs  which  are  necessary. 

I  have  visited  the  Picture  Palaces,  and  they  need  more  ventila¬ 
tion  where  smoking  is  permitted.  At  the  Picture  House,  Aldwarke 
Road,  the  sanitary  accommodation  was  by  one  approach  for  both 
sexes  from  the  Picture  House,  inside  the  building,  and  was  in¬ 
sufficient  for  the  number  of  audiences  attending.  Notice  was 
served  on  the  Lessors,  and  two  new  W.C.’s  and  an  urinal,  with 
glazed  bricks,  properly  channelled  to  gully  outside  the  building  has 
been  put  in  near  one  of  the  entrances  for  the  men,  the  previous 
accommodation  of  2  W.C.’s  being  utilized  by  ladies  only  and 
the  urinal  taken  away. 
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Three  railway  vans  and  one  caravan  were  utilized  for  dwelling 
houses,  with  no  water  supply  or  sanitary  accommodation,  which 
has  been  remedied  after  notices  served. 

I  visited  a  house  after  fatal  Tuberculosis  ;  I  found  bedroom 
12ft.  bin.  by  10ft.  bin.  by  bft.  9in.,  with  two  beds  in  it,  very  in¬ 
sufficiently  lighted  by  a  4ft.  by  3ft.  bin.  slide  window  near  the 
floor  ;  for  two  bedrooms  practically  no  ventilation  at  all.  The 
lessee’s  and  owner’s  attention  has  been  called  to  the  condition. 
It  is  very  old  property.  The  only  window  in  the  back  kitchen, 
24in.  by  18in.,  does  not  open. 

I  made  a  report  to  the  Council  re  drainage  of  Rose  Hill  Hall 
and  Park  Premises,  which  drain  to  a  cesspool  in  said  Park,  the 
surplus  of  which  finds  its  way  down  a  watercourse  adjoining  the 
public  footpath.  There  were  over  500  persons  last  year  who  paid 
weekly  fees  for  using  said  bowling  green  and  tennis  courts.  It  is 
very  necessary  there  should  be  improved  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  male  and  female,  with  a  drain  put  in  to  be  connected  with 
Council’s  sewer  at  said  Park,  as  present  arrangements  are  inade¬ 
quate  and  a  danger  to  the  health  of  persons  using  said  Park,  also 
the  men  who  use  the  footpath  through  the  Park  and  Birchwood 
to  the  adjoining  Colliery  at  Warren  House.

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The  Tip  at  Greasboro’  Koad  is  filiing  up  rapidly,  as  is  also  the 
Don  Close  and  Sewage  Works  Tip,  and  the  Council  will  he  well 
advised  to  consider  refuse  disposal  for  the  future,  either  by  salvage 
or  destructor,  as  1000  loads  per  month  cannot  be  dumped  anywhere. 
If  the  Privy  and  Privy  Middens  were  done  away  with  by  conver¬ 
sion  to  W.C.’s  it  would  be  worth  the  attention  of  the  Council  to 
consider  the  question  of  disposal  of  refuse  by  salvage  or  destructor. 
A  one  day’s  test  between  motor  and  hoi'se  haulage  was  made  during 
the  year.  But  dumping  tips  are  against  the  motor  depositing  on 
made  tips  successfully.
